Reviewing the situation in the 
California fruit industries, Mr. 


. “Working under the belief that 
he could ultimately take the mar- 
kets of the United States and Can- 
ada from the ltalian producer, and 
under the fostering care of the Re- 
publican protective tariff, the Cali- 
fornia lemon grower has planted 
45,000 acres to lemons, 27,000 acres 
of which are in bearing and 18,000 
acres are not yet in bearing. These 
groves are now producing about 
1. 00%. % boxes of lemons annually. 
enough to supply the entire United 


not only supply the present con- 
sumption, but the young groves will 
more than keep pace with the 
growth of lemon consumption in the 
United States. Thus, has been de- 
veloped an American industry of 
sufficient magnitude to supply the 
consuming demands of our people. 
;Now let u what is happening 
to that Indu In 1913 a Demo- 
cratic Congress reduced the duty on 
|Sicily lemons from $1.15 to 40 cents 
per box, or a reduction of 75 cents 
per box. 


: “The full effect of this reduction 


has not been felt until recently on 
account of, the World War, which 
15 interrupted shipping that Italian 


lemons did not come to this coun- 
try in sufficient quantity to demoral- 
ize our markets. But now that the 
war has ended let us see what hap- 
pened in 1920. Due to these war 
conditions, the exchange rate on 
Ttallan maney has so depreciated 
that an American dollar will buy 
about five times as many Italian lira 
as before the war, which means, 
of course, that when the Italian 
sella a box of lemons in New York 
for $2 and converts it into Italian 
monev, he has the equivalent of 
$10. The freight rate on Italian 
lemons from Sicily to New York ia 
40 cents per box and from Sicily 
to British ports $1.05 per box, or 
&5 cents less to United States mar- 
vets, which is an inducement to ship 
everything here they can. The 
freight rate on California lemons te 
New York is $1.40 per box. or $1 
more than the freight cost of laying 
dawn Italian lemons there. The 
present cost of producing lemons, 
f.o.b. cars. California, not including 
interest an investment. but only in- 
cluding labor and material costa. 
exceeds $2 per box, to which add 
$1.40 freight. and the cost of lay- 
ing down a box of California lem- 
ons in New York is $4.40, not in- 
cludine the cost of selling. 
RUINOUS COMPETITION. 
“Now what has happened during 
the past year under these ruinous 
and impossible competitive condt- 
tions? There were brought in from 


130, 1.532.730 boxes of foreign 
lemons, or 120 per cent more than 
the previous years, which sold for 
: $2.20 per box delivered in New 
York, or just one-half the actual 
cash ef laving California lemons 
, down in those same markets. Is it 
anv wonder that the California 
lemon crop has been sold at an ac- 
‘tual loss to the growers? It must 
‘be apparent to anyone who thinks, 
‘that California cannot meet, on the 
present competitive basis, the 
product of Sicily. It requires about 
_ten years of time and the expendi- 
ture of $1000 per acre in addition 
to investment in land and water, to 
i bring a lemon grove to the bearing 
state. and I submit to the voters of 


the United States. whether it is in 


‘the interest of the people of this 
country to allow thia foreign compe- 
tition to ruin one of our important 
industries. It looks so hopeless to 
our lemon growers that some of 
them are already deins up their 
groves or budding the trees to other 
varieties. If this is allowed to con- 
tinue, in a, few years. we will find 
that America’s production of lemons 
will have fallen far below our con- 
sumptioe. and we will again be de- 
pendent upon a foreign supply 
which, when Furopean conditions 
return to prewar normal, will be 
diverted hack to the usual channels.

Was this advice of Mr. Taft in regard to 
Article X carried into effect? Here is the 
record. On Feb. .14, 1919, at the plenary 
eession of the preliminary Peace Confer- 
ence President Wilson read and explained 
the tentative draft of the covenant of the 
League of Nations. Article X, as it was 
then presented, read as follows: 

The high contracting parties shall 
underteke to respect and preserve as 
against external aggression the terrt- 
torfa! integrity and existing political in- 
dependence of all states—members of 


which the obligation shall be fulfilled. 

It was against the terms t this article 
that Mr. Taft warned President Wilson by 
cable cn March 28, 1918. Gov. Cox has re- 
peatedly asserted that “all the changes sug- 
gested by Mr. Taft to President Wilson at 
Paris were embodied in the covenant as 
finally adopted.” Now consider that state- 
ment in relation to the following text of 
the covenant as it now appears in the peace 
treaty: 

The members of the League under- 
take to respect and preserve as against 
external aggression the territorial in- 
tegrity and existing politica) independ- 
ence of all membefs of the League. In 
case of any such aggression of in case 

ot any threat or danger of such aggres- 
sion the Council shall advise upon the 
means by which this obligation shall 
be fulfilled. 

On March 28 Mr. Taft cabled to the Pres- 
ident: “Amendment now to Article X vital 
to acceptance of League in this country.” 
The record shows that this warning was 
wholly and utterly disregarded and the 
course of events has proved that Mr. Taft 
was right. Article X was not amended and 
it was the embittered opposition to that ar 
ticle which caused the deadlock in the Sen- 
ate. 

When Mr. Taft asked for some kind of 
Monroe Doctrine amendment to Article &“ 
he was voicing the protest in this country 
against obligating American troops to take 
part in European wars. It was a petition 
to have a clear statement embodied in the 


article that this country must be left free

cle X would never bo accepted by the Amer- 
ican people.
